Enrollment in the Gettysburg pub- j 
lie schools has exceeded 1,000 for the 
first time in history. 
Announcement was made today by 
Lloyd C. Keefauver, supervising prin-| 
cipal of the public schools, that the 
total enrollment of the schools, which 
started their 1026-27 term Wednes­ 
day, is 1,013. 
Figures compiled by Mr. Keefauver 
on the attendance 
reported 
to 
him 
from the principals of the five schools 
show that the high school has 373 boys 
and girls enrolled; the High street! 
building, 234; 
the 
Meade building, 
220; the Lincoln building, 
146, and 
the Franklin street building, 31. 
The enrollment in the public schools 
here this year is sixty more than 
last year. 
The total enrollment of the Gettys- I 
burg 
High 
S c h o o l 
is 
373. 
The freshman class numbers 127, with 
83 in the sophomore class; 05 in the 
junior class ani 68 in the senior class. 
The senior class is 
considerably 
smaller this year than last at the lie- 
ginning of school, and is six under 
the n u m b e r of pupils who graduated 
in June. 
Next June, the graduating ; 
class is expected to considerably be­ 
low the number graduated this year. ' 
No cause for the small senior class 
was given. 
The junior class, with 05 pupils en­ 
rolled, is much 
above average, and 
a large senior d a is is expected next 
fall. 
Meanwhile, reports received at the 
office of W. Raymond Shank, county 
superintendent of schools, show that 
for the motet part, 
the 
Freshman 
classes in other high schools in the 
county are larger this year than last. 
Arendtsville is one o f the exceptions. 
There are only 13 pupils in the fresh­ 
man class, according to Mr. Shank’s 
report. 
The number in the freshman class­ 
es of other high schools in the coun­ 
ty follow: 
York Springs, 24; East Berlin, 23; 
New Oxford. 22; Biglerville, 39; Fair­ 
field, 25, and Littlestown, 27.

HELD IN DEATHS 


( ’barged With Being Accessory 
in Death of Woman and Sui­ 
cide of Physician.

Washington, Pa., Sent. 3.—Charges 
of being an accessory to an illegal 
operation and homicide were filed to­ 
day against William Borchers, Jr., 
son of a wealthy oil operator, follow­ 
ing the death of Miss Margaret A. 
Foley, and the suicide of Dr. Roger 
S. Parry, a Washington physician. Dr. 
Parry was found iii a ceil in the city 
jail with his throat cut late yesterday, 
a short time after he had been ar­ 
rested in connection with Miss Foley's 
death. 
The young woman, member 
of a prominent family, died a t the 
home of a mid-wife. 
Borcher sur­ 
rendered to the district attorney and 
was released under $5,000 bail. 
It. E. Burnside, attorney for Dr. 
Parry, who visited the physician a 
short time before he ended his life, 
said Dr. Parry told him he was inno­ 
cent of any crime. 
The attorney 
quoted Dr. Parry as having said: “The 
operation was performed in 
Pitts­ 
burgh and I merely consented to treat 
the girl id an effort to restore her to 
health.”
